A portion of the Supreme War 
Council is engaged tofay in perfecting 
the language of the new armistice 
conditions as to certain features yet to 
be determined. It will be impossible to 
put the néw terms nto operation on 
Monday, whén the present armistice 
expires. ‘ It has been decided, there- 
fore, to extend the présent térms 
seventy-two hours and. to have equal 
extensions later, probably to give thé 
German Government an opportunity to 
consider the new conditions. This op- 
portunity is due to the suggestion of 
President Wilson. 

The new armistice will amount to a 
preliminary, peace treaty. It is hoped 
that it will lessen the French appre- 
hension, by the assurance that Ger- 
many will be made impotent militarily 
—one condition being the reduction of 
the German Army, and another, con- 
trol of the German munitions produc- 
tion. The American delegates feel that 
the French’ will have nothing to fear 
from Germany-in the peacé treaty. 

At the suggestion of the Commander 
of the George Washington, President 
Wilson has agreed to land at Boston. 
Jt had been intended to land at New- 
port News, .but/it was shown. that 
nothing would be, gained in timie by 
this. \ : 


COPENHAGEN, Feb. 16.—Replying 
to a request by Mathias Erzberger, 
head‘ of the German Armistice Com- 
mission, for a delay in the signing of 
the armistice terms. until Monday 
noon, Marshal Foch declared that the 
armistice expired at 5 o'clock’ Mon- 
day morning, and that ‘the last hour 
Lfor signing would be 6. o’clock. Sun- 
day afternoon, in order to be able to 
issue ‘the necessary orders to the 
trogps.: If. not signed then, Marshal 
Foch: said/- he “would: be 6bligéd to 
leave, Treyes, and the armistice would 
no longer be in “force.

The club holds that “‘ the principle is 
now universally accepted that under our 
modern industrial system there is urgent 
need for protecting wage earners against 
the occurrence of, and against the finan- 
cial losses due to, the four great hazards 
which ‘continually beset their lives, 
namely, accident, sickness, old age disa- 
bility and involuntary. .unemployment,”’

The City Club. also urges further de- 
velopment of the city ‘public school sys- 
tem, including early construction of ad- 
ditional school buildings, progress in the 
movement for fuller use of the schools’ 
through ‘the work-study-play system, 
school lunches at cost, and suitable 
physical training.

_ Former Secretary of the Treasury 
‘Witiam G. McAdoo sent this telegram: 

* Replying to.your telegram, I have 
fist seen the Rey. Mr. Simons’s testi- 
mony, but I do, know that a great mass 4 
of our American Jews who are law- 
‘abiding citizens, who are devoted to the 
intérests and the ideals of ‘this country, 
hAve done their part in the war with 
the same fine patriotism and loyalty as 
other classes of our citizenship. Wheth- 
er in the Liberty Loan campaign or in 
the army or in any other sphere of war 
work to which they have been called, 
they ‘have responded with credit to 
thernselves and their country. It would 
be a grave injustice to condemn. the 
Jews as a class for the acts of large in- 

* dividual groups who espouse anarch- 
istic ideas, as it would. be to condemn 
any other class of American citizens 
from whom in the same, manner spran 
similar anarchistic ideas by individu 
anarchistic elements.’

She said that in spite of this Russia was 
atill alive, and called upon the people 
of America, particularly the young men 
and women, to go to her country and 
educate the people. ‘‘ Boys anda. girls,’ 
ghe said, ‘‘ go back to Russia and teach.

Leon Cammen, an American Seatuaid: 
who returned recently from Russia, said 
vlast night in an address at Public, School 
101,.. that - sanitation had ceased. to 
exist in Russia, that typhoid ‘fever, ty- 
phus, bubonic plague, and other epi- 
demics were beginning to rage, and. that 
these diseases combined with starvation 
were destined to carry off Russians by 
the - millions. , 

Afmed intervention by the Allies on a 
large scale was the only method by 
which the country could be saved from 
misery on an unparalleled scale, he said. 
Unless the Allies took control of. the 
destinies of Russia, he asserted; the 
miseries of that country would culmi- 
nate if her utter subjection to Germany. 

Mr. Cammen said that starvation was 
bound to’kill Russians at a “much faster 
rate than that which prevailed today, 
because the peasants would no longer 
part with food for money, but demanded 
clothing and-other manufactured prod- 
ucts, which had almost completely dis- 
happeared in Russia. He said that there 
was hardly a horseshoe nail to be found 
in-the whole territory under Boishévist 
tule. The breakdown ‘of the railroads, 
he said, was.almost as bad as the break- 
down in sanitation. 

“A friend of mine,” he said, “re- 
cently ‘took a trip from Petrograd to 
Moscow, a distance of 460 miles. It took 
him nine days and he had to buy eleven 
tickets, ride horseback part-of.the way, 
and walk another part of it. The ticket, 
agent must be bribed.each time a ticket 
is bought, and at the whim of any Bol- 
shevik in the railroad service a train, 
after getting half way on a journey, is

Use of poison gas, described as ‘‘ the 
most humane method of fighting if both 
sides are prepared for it,” is destined to 


have permanent place in warfare, in the 
belief of Brig. Gen. Amos A. Fries, head 
of the Chemical Service of the American 
Expeditionary Forces, who is quoted in 
the current issue of Chemical and Metal- 
lurgical Engineering.

So, the Albany. dispatches tell us, 
the saints of the Legislature, in a new 
frame of edification, are willing to 
take prohibition lightly, and to permit 
the hitherto finmregarded and _uncon- 
sulted L peopleyto drink beer and wines. 
That may be a Consummation devoutly 
to be wished by the ungodly and the 
tolerant; but as a specimen of con- 
currence it singularly fails to concur.

THE g INVALID WAR CONTRACTS.. 

WitHin the current month the Court 
of Claims has adjusted a case ‘re- 
garding cotton seized in the civil war: 
Congress is now considering the same 
method of adjusting ‘nearly three, bill- 
ions of claims against the Covern- 
ment arising out of contracts net con- 
forming. to statutory forms, but other- 
wise meritorious. The zeal for the 
protection of the Treasiiry is so great 
that there -is danger. that no pro- 
vision at all shall be made because of 
doubt regarding thé -best miethod of 
deciding claims for expenses fheurred 
in developing mines ih order to fill 
Government contracts: The‘point was 


“not covered in either the Hitchcock, 


Chamberlain, Calder, or Dent bills, 
but is raised as an afterthought in 
connection with the only bill which 
has passed both houses. 

Whether these mine claims are in- 
efuded or excluded, and however they 
are dealt with, they ought not to 
prejudice the other claims. Thére are 
differences in the . several bills in 
details, but in principle all of them 
have been approved by all commercial 
organizations ‘which have considered 
them. It is important that a de- 
cision ‘should be reached, yet there is 
danger that it will fail because of a 
question of precedence among too 
many bills on the same subject, and 
because of a comparatively trivial dif- 
ference of opinion betweén the houses. 
A statement by Secretary LANE reé- 
garding these mine claims, similar to 
the statement which Secretary Bakar 
made segarding the War 
contracts, sught to suffice t8 wliay {he 
fears of the defenders of the Treasury. 
Surely it is not impossible to find a 
formula which ghall include \ meri- 
torious claims and exclude all others, 
evén those reapecting which itis 
possible to suggest suspicion of. bad 
faith. Because’ there are foubtful 
cases it should not be possibile to delay 
for a generation, or for @ half century 
like some cotton claims, payment of 
any considerable part of the three bill- 
ions ‘involved. Banks cannot give 
hew credits until these are released.

funds are active capital, used in buy- 
ing materials and paying wages, but 
their liquid condition is destroyed by 
the blockade of the relief bills.

Admission to the League. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

To those sovereign States that are not 
taking gctive part in the formation of the 
League one article of interest in the pro- 
posed Constitution is no G@oubt the seventh, 
which cevera the reqitirements for admission. 
These, however; appear rather vague, the 
rule requiring the assent of hot less than 
two-thirds’ 6f the States represented in ‘the 
body of delegates reminding one.of-the simi- 
lar rulé for obtaining membership in. certain 
clubs, “with the yast difference that in 
order to be admitted into a decent club some- 
thing more is required than ‘the circuntstanée 
thatthe candidate is a free man, able .to 
pay his dues, and to keep the peace within 
the club's premises. It is also required of 
him to sho his real chafacter,; while for 
admission into the League a nation has only 
to prove that it fully governs: itself—that ‘is, 
without the help of any. foreign power; that 
it agrees.to observe it#liternational obliga- 
tions, . which mainly consist; of. paying its 
toret#d @ebta, and that it is willing to have. 
a naval and imilitary force only sufficiently 
strofig ‘to attend to its own domestic needs. 

A strict compli with these three simplefj 
rules will enablé any country, whether it be

When the United States transport 
Louisville arrived from Brest yesterday 
her officers.reported that in addition to 
bringing the brides of thirteen American 
sailors and five army officers, there 
were two 19-year-old English girls on 
board who had stowed away in Liver- 
pool and were not discovered until a 
week later. 

They were concealed in Cabin 45:on 
Deck D, and their presence on board 
must have been known to members of 

the crew, as the Louisville went to

after the transport sailed from France. 

One girl is named Isabel Smith, and 
her companion is a cousin who worked 
with her in Liverpool.

His machine was shattered and he was 
driven down inside the enenty lines.

OTTAWA, Feb. 169-Sir Wilfrid: Lau- 
rier, former Premier of Canada, wad’ 
stricken with paralysis here today. His 
illness. is gravely fesaried, as-he is 77 
years old. : 

His secretary declared tonight. that 
there was not believed to be immediate 
cause for anxie' 

“Sir Wilfrid's condition is not criti-’ 
cal, and for the present there is every 
hepe,’* said the secretary. ‘‘ He is-con- 
scious and his heart is. beating 
strongly.”’ 

Sir Wilfrid was stricken while he was 
dressing for church this morning. When 
he was heard to fall-to the floor, mem- 
bers* of the household ran to his as- 
sistance and then summoned a physician. 
It was two hours. before he recovered 
consciousness, 

The ex-Premier attended a luncheon of 
the Canadian Club yesterday, worked at 
his office in the afternoon, and was said 
by his friends to have shown no si of 
fatigue in his duties as leader of the 
opposition. 

He has been extremely busy. of late 
however, preparing for the session 0 
bb nlgns: ma which will open on Thurs- 

day. He was also engaged in organiz- 
ing “the Ontario Liberal nventions. 

is latest appearance as a public 
speaker was at the Hastern Ontario Con- 
vention here last month, when he deliy- 
ered the chief address. 


Sid Wilfrid Laurier is the last of Can- 
ada’s ‘‘ elder’”’ stateemen who found the 
ae a colony and left, it a nation.

He had been a party 
leader from Quebec long before the L Lib- 
erals secured contral of the Dominion 
Government. en the Conservative 
party was defeated after a long period of 
authority, Sir Wilfrid was called by 
Lord Aberdeen, Governor General of 
Canada, to assume the Premiership and 
to form a Ministry on July 8,

CALL SHUTTLE INADEQUATE 


Preston P. Lynn Outlines Plan to 
Lessen Congestion at Times. 
Square and Grand Central. 


‘ 

A plan for relieving the! traffic con- 
gestion at the Times Square and Grand 
Central stations ofthe subway and to 
Provide direct servicé between points on 
the east and west sides, has been sug- 
gested by Preston P. Lynn, President of 
the Business Men’s League, who has 


] been studying the general subway situa- 


tion for several months. In™brief the 
plan is to provide through express ser- 
vice from Fourteenth Street on the east 
side subway to Seventy-second Street on 
the west side by means of a new tunnel 
urider the present subway tracks, and 
Without stops at either the Times Square 
or the Grand Central Station, the two 
Most seriously congested _— of sub- 
way traffic. 

Explaining the plan in antiai and illus- 
trating the need of it by describing, 
some of the hardships suffered by those 
using the present route between the two 
points, Mr. Lynn says that as soon as 
the stations of the old subway were es- 
tablished new centres were created, and 
that as a rule business men between 
Fourteenth. Street and Bowling Green 
sought homes on the west side of Man- 
hattan because the old subway system 
afforded them speedy service between 
their homes and their offices. 

‘‘ As long as the old. subway routes 
carried them without interruption there 
was a satisfactory service,’’ explained 
Mr. Lynn, * This is emphaSized today 
by the vo¥ume of people who are forced. 
to resort to the inconvenience. of the 
shuttle. The obvious need of the sub- 
way--system is the restoration of a 
through service from the downtown east 
side to the upper west side.’ Any person 
will concede that if trainloads of peo-. 

le desire. to go from the downtown 

usiness section to the uptown residen- 

tial section they should be carried 
through without ag ney Src There is 
no justification for breaking this traffic 
for the benefit of a comparative few.’ 

Mr. Lynn points out that the break in 
the traffic lengthens the rush. hours 
from fifteen to thirty minutes, which 
means a very serious. waste, that the 
reduction of the rush period would re- 
sult in a more speedy disposal of pas- 
sengers, the more rapid earning of rev- 
enue, and a greater ease in ansport- 
ing passengers. 

Concerning his through service ‘plan 
Mr. Lynn says: 

“‘It is certain that grade crossings in 
the subways must not exist. if disasters 
are to be avoided. This is the reason 
why engineers have rejected all plans 
for the retention of the old service, and 
therefore resorted to a. shuttle. 

‘* The only way a new through service 
can be operated by the establishment 
of a two-track express route at a lower 
level under thé former express tracks. 
This proposed route should be construct- 
ed at a point below the Grand Central 
Station on Fourth Avenue. It should 
turn into Forty-second Street, below all 


Nexisting tracks, continue through worty- 
r t 


second Street undér the existing rig 
of way to Times et ga and returning 
to the express tracks KF point above 
Times Square, run the express 
station.at Seventy-second Street on the 
west side. 

‘“This plan does not require the pur- 
chase of any new right of way. It con- 
templates a service substantially at 
grade’ with the exception of the points 
where it leaves the east side or_ west 
sidé express tracks, to reach the lower 
level. It follows the plan adopted by 
the subway engineers on the Lexington 
‘Avenue line north of the Grand Central 
station,, where the express tracks run 
under the local tracks.” - 

r. Lynn thinks that stops at the 
Gfand Central and: the Times Square 
stations would be unnecessary because 
the great bulk of the travel in the rush 
hours only uses these two stations for 
the purpose of transferring from one of 
the trunk lines to the other. He is of 
the opinion, however, that the present 
layout of tracks must not be disturbed 
and that the shuttle must continue. op- 
seats Mr. Lynn states that the cost 
of making the proposed change would 
be less than for an original subway line 
because there would be no need to dis- 
turb surface travel. 

‘“‘That this form of construction | is 
feasible,’’ he says, ‘‘is conceded and 
illustrated by the engineers who point 
to the construction of the Catskill water 
supply, mains at greater depths beneath 
the streets of the city than would 
required for this new subway route. 
Recently the Public Service Commis- 
sion announced that one of the loading 
and unloading dperations of the shuttle 
is to be eliminated by dividing the local 
service from the City Hall with the 
turning .of occasional trains from the |/ 
Lexington Avenue local tracks through 
the og. eo to Times Square.”’ 

Mr. Lynn is of the opinion that this 
plan would only increase the congestion 
and confusion at Times Square unless 
his plan is oe wae goer Concerning the im- 
mediate ‘need of — rapid transit 
facilities, he say 

‘ Every one will, appreciate the neces- 
sity for an immediate consideration and 
adoption of any plan which will relieve 
the conditions that now exist and which 
must become more aggravated as the 
population of our city increases. We 
should profit by the eqgerence of the 
city in the recent past. hen the pres- 
-ent subway lines were planned it was 
the belief of competent authorities that 
adequate transit facilities were being 
oer for many years to come. The 
present lines were’ built to carry with 
comfort, and at’a profit, all possible in- 
creases in traffic of this period. In 
fact, there was a fear that surface and 
elevated lines would suffer from the 
competition of the subways. We now 
see that this fear had no basis in fact."’ 

In his statement submitted to the 
league Mr. Lynn devotes considerable 
space tod the conditions attending travel 
on the subways during the rush hours. 
He traveled on the various lines, and 
several times faced the perils of the 
shuttle service. The more he used the 
shuttle the more convinced he became 
that-‘‘no more disastrous situation has 
ever _come to pass_in the history .of any 
transit system in this country than has 
resulted from the fatal error of severing 
a main artery of New York City travel.’ 

During one of his experimental trips 
Mr. Lynn entered the Fourteenth Street 
subway station of the Interborough line 
about 5:20 in the evening. 
the crowded condition of the station 
platform; of the arrival of a north- 
beund express train; of the rush to 
enter the cars; of the herculean efforts 
of brawny, guards to keep back the 
flood of humanity, to get the doors 
pga “— to pie, mer for the train. to 

rand Central station 
fe wa was cnbeslaa from the train “ as 
an explosive force was behind me.’’ He 
followed the green line, partly because 
he wanted to go that way and partly 
because that was the line of least re- 
sistance. At Times Square there sa 
repetition of the choked platform mad 
‘the crush and rush of humani ty. 
reference to a trip from_Times have 
northward, Mr. Lynn d: 

‘* There were groans and cries of pain 
from. she persons in front.of me, but I 

had o pomee to control my actions. I 
hed deckd ed to change from the Lenox 
Avenue express to the Broadway express 
at Ninety-sixth Street, The crowded 
condition of the car, however, was not 
relieved at Seyenty-second Street,” and 

at Ninety-sixth Street not a sufficient 
number of people left the train to enable 
*me to make the change. 

‘* On. my trips I have seen men fight 
like savages; Ve seen men vainly en- 
deavor to protect women and children; 
have seen women and child in tears, 
with torn«clothing and destroyed hats; 
I have seen a,man whose overcoat, be- 
came so wedged in. the crowd that he 
Was compelled to pull his arms from-it 
and turn’ and seize the coat and pull it 
owe by main force.
